Says Faubus 
Not Broke, He 
Has Tax Money

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Win- 


throp Rockefeller said Thursday 
that Gov. Orval E. Faubus is 
not as much of a poor boy as 
the governor would like for peo- 
ple to think. 


Rockefeller paid his $1,500 fil- 


ing fee, signed a corrupt prac- 
tices pledge, and became a Re- 
publican candidate for gover- 
nor, 


Faubus, who filed Wednesday 


as a Democratic candidate, re- 
marked at the time that it 
would be interesting to see if a 
poor boy could still beat a mil- 
lionaire. 
/ 


Rockefeller made it clear that 


he doesn't believe Faubus is a 
poor boy. 


"After all," he said, "I don't 


have the taxpayers' money to 
helo me." 


He explained that he was re- 


ferring to Faubus' recent an- 
nouncement of a $3 monthly in- 
crease in the welfare grant. 


Rockefeller .said he had not 


yet drawn un his campaign 
budget, but "I'm satisfied that 
it's, not eoinp to be cheap." 


An informal news conference 


followed Rockefeller's filing for 
governor. 


He told newsmen that a vic- 


tory for him in the race for gov- 
ernor would contribute a great 
deal to building a two - party 
system in Arkansas. He said he 
was as interested in promotion 
a two-party system as he was 
in becoming governor. 


Rockefeller said he hoped the

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec- 


retary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara today announced 63 
new actions closing or reducting 
military bases, depots and ar- 
senals and consolidating offices. 
He estimated savings at $68 
million a year. 


McNamara said slicing away 


at least eight unneeded facili- 
ties, scaling down 14 others, 
combining 
separate 
contract 


monitoring offices in 29 cities, 
and other actions would yield 
savings "without in any reduc- 
ing military effectiveness." 


These latest moves in a three- 


year economy drive, now em- 
braced by President 
Johnson, 


bring the number of bases or- 
dered 
closed 
or reduced to 


more than 500. 


When added to those othei 


moves, the Pentagon said, the 
63 new actions will: 


Save $551 million a year in 


operating costs. 


Eliminate 81,600 civilian jobs 


and military assignments. 0 
these 10,056 will drop away as 
a result of today's actions.

rado area was flooded. Some 20 
stores and buildings had waller; 
on the ground floor. Eighteen 
inches of water stood in the 
Southern Transport Co. trucking 
firm offices. Five rooms In a 
motel wcfe flooded.

stores quickly, but stood in .the 
streets up to the headlights pi 
cars. Several cars were washed 
sideways.

At Texarkana, a few families

at Camden Monday, cresting at 
seven feet above flood stage.

Newsmen 
Fight Gov. 
Interference 


NF,W YORK (AP)-The Unit- 


ed States news media continue 
to struggle against interference 
by "big government," although 
government agencies sometime 
cooperate with publishers to 
serve the public interest, the 
American Newspaper Publish- 
ers Association was told today. 


Stanford Smith of Bronxville, 


N.Y., general manager of the 
association, told of moves by 
the ANPA and individual news- 
papers against such government 
activities as a market news 
wire service operated by the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture; 


"the logjam on news that exists 
at some places on the federal 
level," and efforts of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to rule 
on cigarette advertising. 


"A free press is free only so 


long as it is free from the inter- 
ference of government," Smith 
said in a speech at the ANPA 
annual 


"Unfortunately, in these days 


of complex newspaper opera- 
tions, government can interfere 
with a free press without the 
necessity of license. The news- 
paper business can be subjected 
fo pressures not anticipated in 
the constitution," he said. 


"Indirectly, governments in 


other countries have killed a 
free press by measures which 
restrict the supply of newsprint; 
by laws which restrict its in- 
come from advertising and cir- 
culation; and by labor laws 
which give unions an unreason- 
able authority in the manage- 
ment of the newspapers' af- 
fairs." Smith said. 


"The U.S. federal government 


has already taken some steps in 
that direction, and they have 
been 
vigorously opposed 
by 


ANPA and many newspapers. 


"The chief danger to a free 


press is from government, Big 
Government, especially. 


"Since the press is the only 


business with constitutional pro- 
tection, we must be constantly 
alert on behalf of the people 
whom we serve. 


"We've had to oppose govern- 


ment action and intervention in 
some areas and we have, in oth« 
ers. been able to work in coop- 
eration with government agen- 
cies to bring about the most de-

WASHINGTON (AP) - Nu- 


clear explosives

The Atomic Energy Commis- 


sion considers the conversion to 
be technically feasible and has 
invited utility' firms to under- 
take studies, at their own ex- 
pense, of the economic and en- 
gineering problems involved. 


Two reactors soon to be with- 


drawn from producing plutoni- 
um — one at AEC's Hanford, 
Wash., installation and the oth- 
er at Savannah River, S.C. — 
have been offered for commer- 
cial power generation. 


An AEC official said the two 


have the capability of delicer- 
ing "many hundreds of mega- 
watts" of electric power — that, 
is, many hundreds of millions of 
watts — if the shift to peaceful 
use can be carried through. 


This^ would suggest a capacity 


larger than any of the 13 nu- 
clear 
plants 
now 
producing 


commercial power. 


A Savannah River, one group 


of 11 Southern utility companies 
has signed an agreement witli 
AEC to invest $300,000 to $400,- 
000 in studying the feasibility of 
taking over the heavy - watei 
type reactor scheduled to be 
shut down about July 1. 


Two other groups have indi- 


cated interest in this reactor 
one of them

number of rural electrical co 
ops. 


The AEC. has invited private 


and public utilities in the Pa 
cific Northwest

Dear Mr. X.: The power of 


sexual stimulants is largely psy- 
chological. You may hear from 
a friend that eating this or that 
will increase your sexual ability, 
and simply from the belief that 
it will you will seem to notice 
a helpful effect. 


We find the same psycholog- 


ical situation in modern medi- 
cine. A patient will complain of 
an imaginary illness, and the 
doctor will sometimes prescribe 
a sugar pill, or placebo. It often 
works like magic. Tlie patient 
expects the pill to be effective, 
so it temporarily relieves the 
psychological cause which ap- 
peared to the patient as a phy- 
sical illness. 


You may have read that the 


tomato was once called a "love 
apple," because people thought 
it was a sex stimulant. Because 
they believed so, it acted that 
way. And the same is true to- 
day for oysters and clams. They 
are fine, if you believe they're 


menls came into being witli sup- 
posed stimulating powers. Lead- 
ing was cantharides, obtained 
from a beetle called "the Span- 
ish fly." This substance, popu- 
larly thought to stimulate de- 
sire, is instead a dangerous ir- 
ritant, and deadly poison. When 
akcn by mouth; its. extreme ir- 
ritation is followed by great 
pain and convulsions, often' end- 
ing in death. At autopsy, both 
kidneys arc usually found to 
have been partly destroyed.

cloese, is santonin, extractec 
from {i plant. It can soon affect 
the vision, and lead to convul 
sions and death, also destroy 
iiiu the kidneys.

Europe,

France, absinthe is regarded as 
a sex stimulant; But what its 
enthusiasts don't know is that i 
contains and oil chemically re 
lalcct to santonin, and can causi 
?. slow degeneration of the nerv 
otis system, with serious menta 
changes and hallucinations. 


Along with these products are 


a large number of modern pre- 
parations that on the surface 
appear to be sex stimulants, but 
in their effect simply remove 
our inhibitions, and replace them 
with excitement and desire for 
self-expression. They act like 


effective. 


Love potions and sex stimu- 


lants are now called aphrodis- 
iacs, from Aphrodite, the god- 
dess of love. Since prehistoric 
times, man had begun to excite 
liis sexual powers by 
ritual 


dances. In fact, the esctasy of 
the sexual dance was first felt 
and organized by the females, 
who were put in (he role of 
priestesses, and the ritual be- 
came known as Hie 
fertility

It said 
it makes a routine check of all 
such complaints.

York World's Fair. Some of 
those taken into oustody had 
bloody heads and fp.res. 


Sen. Richard B. Russell, D- 


Ga., reading news reports of the 
incidents to the Senate Wednes- 
day, demanded that Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy and the 
Civil Rights Commission inves- 
tigate reports that police had 
beaten the demonstrators. 


He renewed his demand to- 


day, 
challenging the govern- 


ment and supporters of civil 
rights legislation to publicize 
"the blood flowing on the side- 
walks of New York yesterday" 
with the same zeal applied to 
alleged Southern offenses. 


Asked for comment on Rus- 


sell's demand, a Justice Depart- 
ment spokesman said, "The de- 
partment inquires into all com- 
plaints of civil rights violations 
or violations of federal law, 
whether in the North or South, 
to see whether any further ac- 
tion is warranted." 


The department recently com- 


pleted a preliminary investiga- 
tion of complaints of police bru- 
tality in Cleveland,; Ohio, racial 
demonstrations., The report, not 
made public, is understood to 
indicate no further action is 
needed there.

Free Poll 
Tax Interest 
Was Scant 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - State 


Auditor Jimmie Jones said tc^ 
day a check of county collec* 
tors' offices indicates scant in- 
terest among voters in the free 
poll tax receipt authorized by 
Act 19 of 1964. 


Jones said that in 65 report- 


ing counties only 1,038 of the 
free tax receipts have been is- 
sued. 


"This indicates that the citi- 


zens of Arkansas 
understand 


that when they paid their 196i> 
poll tax they are automatically 
registered and qualified to vote 
in the primaries this summer." 
Jones said. 


The free tax receipts au- 


thorizes the recipient to vote for 
federal offices only in the pri- 
mary. At this point none of the 
four congressmen—the only fed- 
eral officials running in the pri- 
mary — have opposition so the. 
free receipts are useless. 
. % 


If the intent of Act 19 had 


stood a court lest, there probab- 
ly would have been more in- 
terest in the free receipts. The 
law would permit the holder of 
a free receipt to vote for both 
federal and state offices but the 
slate Supreme Court held it was 
invalid insofar as it would per- 
mit anyone who has not paid the 
tax to vote in state races.
